KENTE: SYMBOL OF UNITY 


The kente cloth comes in a wide variety of richly 
patterned material, principally produced in Western 
Africa. It was developed hundreds of years before 
the arrival of Europeans on the African Continent 
The kente cloth is usually woven of cotton, silk and 
sometimes gold thread. Authentic kente is produced 
in narrow four to five inch wide strips that are sewn 
together. The cloth's primary colors are yellow, red, 
green, blue, black and white 

It was originally worn by African royalty to sig 

fy power and prestige. In traditional Africa men 
wear the cloth wrapped around the body and over 
the left shoulder. Women wear two large pieces of 
the cloth. One is made into a tubular, ankle length 
dress, while the other is draped around the shoul 
ders or used as a head wrap, or even used as a pouch 
in which to carry a baby 

In America, the kente cloth symbolizes the Afri 
can-American's pride in our African roots and our 
rich African history. It is a statement of both recog Aa 
nition and appreciation for the African portion of es ana
